The  Counselor  is  charged  with  aiding,  to  the  best  v’ 

^ach  individual  freshman.  At  the  same  time  he  must  advance  the  we 
fare  of  the  group  by  requiring  from  each  individual  adherence  to  a 
fandard  of  conduct.  This  standard  or  norm  is  such  that  the  in  ^ 

dual  contributes  to  the  welfare  and  spirit  of  S P»  d enrich- 
ing derives  from  the  group  experience  personal  benefit  and  enncn 

'K nt* In  order  to  maximize  realization  of  this 

the  Counselor  must  encourage  the  development  of  personal  relations 
with  his  men  which  aid  and  abet,  rather  tha^  binder  his  quest^in^

yplatioftshiP* 

1 First,  and  foremost,  the  Counselor  must  have  the  respect  of  his 
freshmen  if  he  is  to  function  properly  and  achieve  his  aims.  This 
foundation  of  respect  can  be  built  from  stones  of  many  shapes.  The 
rounselor  is  usually  aided  by  the  age  difference  between  himself  and 
. . men,  although  this  factor  does  not  operate  for  most  of  the  new 
ecruits.  We  all  share  one  advantage,  however,  and  that  is  experience, 
r knowledge  of  "the  ropes'*.  One  or  both  of  the  above  factors  operate 
initially,  in  conjunction  with  obvious  prestige  factors  which  accom- 
pany incumbancy  in  a Counseling  position,  to  command  respect. 

Thus  initially  attained,  this  respect  must  be  increased  and  nur- 
tured.  This  must  be  done  by  the  Counselor's  behavior. 

^ The  freshman  must  be  made  to  feel  that  his  welfare  concerns  the 
munselor.  The  Counselor  can  do  this  by  showing  interest  in,  and 
listening  to,  the  problems  of  the  freshman.  His  evidenced  understand- 
ing and  advice  will  be  rewarded  with  good  feelings,  and  above  all, 

aspect.  aspect  0f  the  Counselors'  mandate  requires  that  he 

advance  the  good  of  the  group,  or  the  section  as  a. whole.  In  this 
respect  he  is  frequently  thrust  into  the  role  of  disciplinarian, 
qince  the  individual  must  be  enticed  or  coerced  into  respecting  the 
rights  of  those  around  him.  It  should  be  noted  that  his  disciplinary 
function,  although  here  considered  as  a facet  of  the  Counselor  s 
responsibility  to  the  group,  should  also  be  designed  and  undertaken 

to  aid  the  individual.  , . . 

The  Counselor  will  on  occasion  be  called  upon  to • deliver  medicine 
of  an  unpleasant  flavor.  This  must  be  done  with  tact,  so  that  the 
freshman  will  see  his  error  and  accept  the  Counselor  s action  s 
deserved  and  equitable.  Each  situation,  each  person,  must  be  dealt 
with  through  an  approach  tailored  to  the  occasion.  S^cess  ere  w 
result  in  maintenance  or  even  increase  of  respect,  even  y 

ciiscipiined. the  foregoing  can  best  be  attained  by  a policy  of  "re- 
served friendliness” . Excess  familiarity  on  basis  of  intimate 
friendship  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  a desirable  situation,  sin  ^ 

friendship  is  naturally  a selective  matter,  and  kence  likely  of 
poorly  received  by  the  section  members  as  a group.
